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~ SHOT, CUT, POISONED. 


SO PROFESSOR W. J. LAND CAME 
TO HIS DEATH. 


A Prominent Analytical Shemist is Found Dead in 
His Bed at the Corner of Peachtree and Deca- 
tur Streets a Little Before Midnight—Su. 
icide by Three Different WM sthods, 


Just before 12 o'clock last night the report 
of a pistol was heard by several parties who 
were standing near the corner of Peachtree 
and Decatur streets. The sound seenied to 
tell of a terrible tragedy, and in a few seconds 
the report of .the pistol was generally dis- 
cussed. On his way to the building in which 
the shot was supposed to have been fired, and 
which was the three-story building at the 
corner of Peaghtree and Decatur streets, oc- 
cupied on thé first floor by Mr. Berry, the 
druggist, a CONSTITUTION reporter encoun- 
tered Officer Lynch, to whom he 
-imparted his knowledge of the shot, and of 
whom he asked aid in an investigation. 
Without any delay the reporter and the po- 
liceman ascended to the second floor, but just 
as they staried up the stairway they met two 
darkeys who, in response to questions, said 
that they had not only heard the shot, but 
had heard groans in the direction of the stair- 
way. After reaching the second floor 
the wo investigators haited, and _ by 
the aid of matches examined every door. 
They were found lecked. <A further investi- 
gation disclosed the fact that the keys were 
out of all the locks except one, and to the 
aioor upon which this lock containing the key 
was the two persons turned their attention. 
‘Aiter a short survey ofthe building it was 
ascertained that this particular door lead to 
the stairway by which the third floor of 
the building was reached. The reported 
sound of a pistol, the presence of the key on 
the inside of the door and the failures of the 
repeated knocks on the door to arouse any 
one within strengthened the suspicions 
which entered the minds of the investigators 
and the crowd which had been drawn by the 
banging on the deor. 

Thinking the circumstances would justify, 
the reporter spent a half hour in trying to 
pick the luck but his efforts were unavailing, 
as also were the efforts of Mr. John Rausch- 
enberg, Who tried to open the door. Finally 
Captains Couch and Aldridge were sent for, 
and when the facts were made known to 
them they decided to open the door. Near 
the door was a large stone, which Captain 
Aldridge seized and with hard pounding 
broke open the upper panel. Through:‘this 
panel the reporter pushed his arm = and 
sought forthe lock. [Che first thing with 
which his hand came in contact wasa bunch 
of cold keys hanging suspended from the 
lock. ‘‘Here area bunch of Keys,” was _ his 
remark as he turnedthem in his hand and 
opened the door. As soon as the door open- 
ed there was a rush for the stairway But the 
captains stopped the crowd and with the 
reporter ascended the winding stairwav lead- 
ing to the third floor. They were lighted 
on their journey by a small 
piece of tallow dip in the hands of Captain 
Couch who led the way. At the head of the 
stairway the trio found themselves ina large 
room.filled with chemical apparatus, but, no 
where could they see any solution to the pistol 
shot. Butas they were about to turn back: 
the reporter entered a small room facing on 
Decatur street and almost instantly cried out: 
‘Here he is, deader than a door nail.’’ In- 
stantly the three men were side by side 
gazing upon one of the most horrible and ter- 
rible suicides that was ever enacted. Upona 
couch near the window lay the dead body of 
aman whom neitherof the three knew. His 
body was almost swimming in a pool 
of blood, while his face and hair 
were absolutely covered with the same crim- 
son fluid. The pallet upon which he rested | 
was madeof two blankets, and across his 
body, which was devoid of everything except 
his underclothes, was thrown a piece of old 
carpet. He was lying flat upon his back with 
his head turned slightly to the left. His left 
arm was stretched beside his body while his 
right arm rested across his bréast. In the 
right hand was a new silver mounted ivory 
handle pistol with its muzzle within two 
inches of hischin. The face had already 
ussumed the hue which follows death, but 
the powder-burn which came with the fatal 
wound eBhanced the horrible appearance 
of the suicide. A glance showed that the 
ball which lately bad the chamber of the pis- 
tol for its home had been securely imbedded 
just behind the right ear, making a terrible 
hole, from which the brain was slowly oozing, 
while beside his body on the right lay a large 
dirk covered with blood, which was not yet 
dry. The presence of the blood-covered dirk, 
with the excessive amount of blood 
around the body, induced the belief that an 
artery had been severed, and when a hole, 
such asa sharp knife only would make, was 
found in the left arm just above the elbow, 
this theory was established in the minds of 
the three as in the darkened room they gazed 
upon the dead mar. 

Near the pallet they also found two small 
graduates such as are used in drug stores. In 
one of these was some water, while only a 
drop or two of liquid showed itself in its 
companion. The odor which — arose 
from the empty’ graduate fas new 
to-the silent witnesses, but,they instantly 
suspected that it had contained poison, and 
that the dead man had sought three modes of 
exit from this world. 

, Words are inadequate to express the ap- 
pearance of the body as the three viewed it in 
the dark room aided only by the dim light of 
acandle. The undershirt was open and the 
breast was bare except Where it was covered 
by the hand, arm and pistol of the suicide, 
The face was terribiy disfignred with burnt 
power, and the beard and } air were matted 
with the tlood, which lately gave itlife. The 
mouth was wide openand the long, even 
teeth showed themselves through the thin 
mustathe. The bli.«t had covered the back 
of the head and 1::«k until al! trages of the 
skin were lost to vi. w. The pistol was anew, 
beautiful cone, auc sis ability to do good ser- 
vice was given au enhanced value by the 
blood which it had innocently drawn that was 
spattered over it. To add to the horrible 
sight witnessed at the deal hour of night by 
the three men, a swarm of bugs began crawling 
over the breast and face of tne suicide, but 
these were brushed away by the silent 
witnesses as they closed their eyes to shut out 
the sickening sight. All this was seen in an 
instant, and then each spectator looked at 
the other and silently asked, ‘‘who is he,” 
but in the same silence, all then gave the 
answer, ignorance dictated. ‘Maybe some 
one below knows,” said Capt. Couch. ‘This 
is Land’s office, the chemist. See if any one 
knows him.’’ Descending to the foot of the 
stairway the reporter told the crowd, 
which by this time was fully twen- 
ty strong, that their fears -were true 
that there had been a pistol shot, and that it 
had been a fatal one. He then asked if any 
one present knew Land. Two gentlemen re- 
lied in the affirmative. They were Mr. John 
Ranechaabele and Dr. Burgund,and soon they 
were beside the dead man, whom they recog- 
nized as William J. Land, the chemist. 

Without disturbing the body or the in- 
struments of death the police officers ordered 
the room to be vacated, and in an instant the 
dead man was léft alone with a pistol, a knife, 
a lamp and a swarm of hungry bugs for bis 
companions. Before leaving the room, how- 
ever, a search was made for some 
clue to the cause of the = -sul- 
cide, but the search was stopped by the police 
as soon as they detected its progress. No 
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| cause is now known for the self-murder, but 
as this was not his first effort it is attrib- 
uted to a weakness of mind. The 
body was viewed only by a few persons 
and each of these fe i | from it in horror. 
When the first effort was made to enter the 
door several notices, which had been tacked 
up by the dead man, net the reporter's eye, 
These he tore down and now prints them. 
They read:

PROFESSOR LAND'S LIFE. 

_Professor Land was born in Forsyth, Geor- 
gia, about fifty yearsago His parents, while 
eare were very worthy people, and their son, 

v his attainments, has howe that he came of 
a good family. He was full of energy whev-a 
young man and began the study of chemistry 
in Columbus, it is believed, in some govern- 
ment works there. He educated himself and 
became to be one of the finest chemists in the 
State, 

About ten years ago he married Miss Lula 
Melson, also of Forsyth, and they have, since 
their marriage, been passionately devoted to 
each other. Mrs. Land is now at her father’s, 
at Jonesboro. They have a little chili about 
four years. Abowt two or three years ago Pro- 
fessor Land attempted suicide by taking poison. 
He had become addicted to the opium habit 
and his mind was unsettled. He was down 
on Cain street when he attempted the first 
destruction of his life. He was discovered and 
by strenuous efforts his life was saved. Later 
he left home ostensibly to visit New York, 
but when next heard of he was on board a 
vessel on his way to England. While on the 
boat he attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat, but his attempt was a second time 
frustrated. He was taken to an insane 
asylum in England and was kept there for a 
while. Hecame back to Atlanta after being 
restored and began to rebuild his bus- 
iness, which had become badly 
run down. His business pros- 
pered and soon regained its old-time state. 
[tis probable that he has never fully recov- 
ered from his first mental derangement. He 
was thought by many to be the finest chemist 
in the state, and was state chemist at one 
time, 
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THE WRONG BILL PASSED. 


Hlow Mr. Van Voorhis Got His Bill Through, Deapite 
the Commiitec. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The sub-committee 
of the house committee on commerce, Messrs. 
Page, Richardson and Reagan, appointed to 
draft a report for presentation to the house 
respecting the recent passage of the bill to 
regulate immigration, met to-day and pre- 
pared a statement which is substantially as 
follows: ‘*‘We consider it. our duty to make 
a statement to the house in the matter of the 
} bill to regulate immigration, presented by 


Mr. Reagan on Monday, June 19th, 1882, and 
passed by the house under a _ suspension of 
the rules. The committee on commerce, or 
such members thereof as were then present in 
the house, having under a misapprehension, 
advocated or consented to its passage, and the 
return of which bill from the senate has since 
been secured. The bill was introduced by 
Mr. Van Voorhis, of New York, April 6, 1882, 
and referred to the committee on commerce, 
June 6, 1882. The committee, after carefully 
consideringand amending the same author'zed 
Mr. Richardson to report it as amended tu 
the house, with a recommendation that it do 
pass. On Saturday, June 17, 1882, Mr. Rich- 
ardsun, at the request of Mr. VanVoorhis, 
handed him the bill and report, a courtesy 
often extended to the author of bills. On 
the following Monday morning. during Mr. 
Richardson’s absence, Mr. Van Voorhis, with 
the consent of certain members of 
the committee, asked Judge Regan to re- 
port the committee’s bill, but handed 
to him, with the accompanying report 
the bill which passed, with the 
statement it wasa correct copy of the bill 
agreed to by said committee, when in point 
of fact it was a materially different bill from 
that which the committee had authorized 
Mr. Richardson to: report favorably to the 
house. Under this assurance Mr. Reagan 
looked hastily over the bill, and discovering 
what he conceived to be clerical errors of 
omission touching one or two amendments 
that he himself had offered, and which 
had been adopted in the commission, changed 
the phraseology to conform with his recollec- 
tion of the committee’s action, and subse- 
quently, still relying upon the assurance of 
Mr. Van Voorhis, offered said bill and stated 
that it was the bill favorably recommended 
by the committee. The committee, there- 
fore, ask that the bill be taken from the 
speaker’s table and passed, with the amend- 
ments agreed to by the committee.’ This re- 
port will be submitted to the full committee 
at its regular session to-morrow. 
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THE BANK CHARTER EXTENSION. 


The House in Debate onthe Bill to Reduce Iuternal 
Revenue Taxation. 

W AsHinGron, June 22.—In the senate, Mr. 
George presented a resolution, upon the re- 
quest of the citizens of Vicksburg, Miss., of 
Italian birth granting permission for the 
erection of a statute to Garibaldi, in the na- 
tional cemetery at Vicksbu:g. He says that 
the statue would be furnished by those who 
asked for this permission. Several senators 
suggested doubts as to the propriety of this as 
establishing a bad precedent, and it was re- 
ferred to the military committee. The house 
bill to enable national banks to. continue 
their corporate existence then come 
up as_ the regular = business. The 
vote on the final passage of the bill was taken 
at 5:30, and resulted in ayes 34, nays 13. The 
senate next took up the bill to regulate pro- 
ceedings in bankrupty, in order to bring it 
up to-morrow. as unfinished business, and 
then adjourned. 

THE REVENUE BILL. 
g hour baving been dispensed 
with, the house at 11:15 went into committee 
of the whole, Mr. Camp, of New York, in 
the chair, on the bill to reduce internal taxa- 
tion. Mr. White, of ‘Kentucky, spoke in favor 
of an amendment which he proposed to offer 
repealing the internal reyenue system so far 
as it applied to the regulation of the produc- 
tion, manufacture and sale of tobacco. rhe 
debate occupied the remainder of the day's 
session, but no action on the bill or amend- 
ments was taken, The committee finally 
rose. The house at 4:49 adjourned, anda 
demozratic caucus was announced to be held 
at 8:30 this evening.

ICE=BOUND RESCUERS. 


THE BURNING OF THE RODGERS 
IN ARCTIC WATERS. 


The Crew Advancing Toward the Inland—Ice-Bound 
for the Winter—The Conduct of the Natives— 
Putnam’s Disappearance—The News from 
Home—The Arrival of Rescuers. 


San Francisco, June 22.—The steamer 
_ idaho has arrived at Port Townsend from 
Sitka, Alaska, and makes the following re- 
ports of the burning ot the United States ex- 
ploring steamer Rodgers, in St. Lawrence bay, 
and the rescue of the crew: The revenue

he officers landed at Sitka are, Master D. S 
Warring, Ex-officers Ensign G. M. Storry, Past 
Assistant Surgeon M. D. Jones, Past Assistant 
Engineer A. V. Zanund, Assistant Surgeon J. 


D. Costella, and twenty-six men, all in good 
health, the latter comprising the same crew 
that sailed from San Francisco, all told. Lieu- 
tenant A. M. Berrv, commander of the Rod- 
gers, accompanied by Ensign H. J. Hunt, 
left the St. Lawrence bay on the 23d of 
December, to sledge the Siberian coast in 
search of the Jeannette. May 13th, 
18582, the master, having received a letter 
through the natives from Berry, dated at 
Kedyms river, April 4, stating that he had 
heard of the loss of the Jeannette and the 
landing of her boats, and should his search 
for the survivors succeed, he should not re- 
turn by way of the eastward, and directing 
Mr. Warring to take his party and make the 
best of their way to San Francisco and com- 
municate with the navy department. The 
eens where the letter was dated was about 
ialf way between St. Lawrence bay and the 
Lena river. At the time the Rodgers was 
burned she was lying off shore about a mile 
andahalf. The fire was 1eported at about 
8:45 a. m; everything being done to save the 
ship. The fire was in the lower hold forward. 
and its probable cause was spontaneous com- 
bustion. The place where it originated was 
so situaved that it was next to impossible to 
get a stream of water on it. The officers and 
crew fought the fire to no purpose. It zained 
so rapidly thatit became evident to her com- 
mander that all attempts to save the ship 
would be fruitless,so about 4 p.m. theship was 
headed for the beach in hopes that by scut- 
tling her sufticient provisions might be saved 
to subsist the party until rescued. Although 
from six to eight feet of water was shipped 
into the fire, owing to the 
coal and timbers being choked, the 
water did not tlow forward to the seat of the 
fire. The shipat this time lay about 250 
yards from the shore, surrounded by soft 
slush, twenty inches thick,too soft to land on, 
and yet too hard to force the boats through 
under ordinary circumstances. Fortunately 
the ship was provided witha hidarki, by 
means Of which the men were enabled to 
carry aline ashore. At10 a.m.the flames 
had proceeded so far aft it was determined to 
abandon theship. Uptothis moment the 
whole company were engaged in fighting the 
fire. But little success was, however, had in 
securing boats, provisions, etc. The condition 
of the ice was such that it took until 2 p.m. 
on the following day to land what could be 
saved. 
LEAVING THE SHIP BEHIND THEM, 

The boats were hauled up and the whole 
party encamped upon the whole beach for 
two days betore any attempt was made to 
communicate with the natives whe came 
down with a few dredges to assist the party to 
their village, a distance of about seven miles. 
Three barrels of flour and one of beans and 
sugar, one tin of coffee and about 300 pounds 
of pemmican, seventy-five pounds of tobacco, 
eight Remington rifles, 5,000 cartridges, some 
trade articles and all five boats with complete 
outfits were loaded. The trip from the boats 
to the village was very laborious, in the ex- 
hausted condition of the ship’s company, it 
being over hills with snow several feet deep. 
The village consists of eleven huts, and the 
tribe is the Tehankitwas, which inhabits all 
that portion of northeast Siberia. The offi- 
cers and crew were well distributed among the 
different habitations,where they settled down 
ora long winter's seige,adapting themselves 
to the customs of savage life. It soon became 
evident that the supply of meat of the natives 
was insufficient for the large parties,and a re- 
distribution of the men became necessary 
among the different villages along the coast, 
which was done within a range of about thir- 
ty-five miles. On the 4th of February, 

THE LAST OF PUTNAM, 

Master C. P. Putnam, commanding the 
supply department ut Cape Serge Karmen, 
arrived at the village with four sleds loaded 
with pemmican and other provisions for the 
shipwrecked party, he having heard of the 
loss of the ship through the natives. He 
started on his return trip to the depot in bad 
weather and was over‘aken by a terrible gale 
of wind with drifting snow when two days 
out was obliged to turn back and in the en- 
deavor to reach a village on the southern side 
of St. Lawrence Bay about twelve miles from 
North Head he becume separated from his 
native escort and not being able to see ten 
feet ahead of him was carried out to sea on an 
ice floe. Later in the day he was seen seven 
miles off shore abreast of the village. <A vig- 
orous attempt was madeto rescue him by 
four of the Rodgers crew and two natives in 
acanoe, but owing to the intervening ice 
they were unable to reach him and put back 
after they were three miles from shore. This 
was the last ever seen of Putnam. Master 
W. Warring leaving the ship’s party in charge 
of Ensign Storin, procured a slecge, guide 
and dogs and searched the entire coast to In- 
dian Point and thence to Placer bay, and 
found not a trace of the unfortunate officer. 
On the way down the coast tour dogs were 
identified as belonging to Putnam’s sled. One 
of thent had a wound through his neck as if 
made by a pistol bullet, a circumstance which 
was unaccountable. 

THE CONDUCT OF THE NATIVES. 

The conduct of the natives was reported to 
be excellent and their humble hospitality 
profuse. Their provisions of wairus and seal 
was at the time very scarce and they often 
went without food themselves to afford relief 
to the whites. The Rodgers party subsisted 
entirely upon native food, the pemmican being 
principally reserved, it being found necessary 
to take it to the boats for preservation. Only 
one noticeable instance of unbehavior on the 
part of the natives is reported. During the 
absence of Mr. Warring on the Putnam search 
a turbulent chief. with a band of followers 
from a neighboring village, demanded the 
white men’s provisions. The situation was a 
critical one, but owing to the skill and 
decision with which Ensign Storin handled 
the case all danger of a collision 
was avoided and the maraud- 
ing party were sent off hungry. No indica- 
tions of scurvy had made its appearance until 
late in February, when several officers and 
men were the ey me of slight attacks. 
When at Placei and Mascus bays, Warring left 
with the natives letters to be delivered to any 
whaling vessel which might visit these places, 
informing them of the condition of the ship- 
wrecked crew. Captain Qurenno, of the 
steams Whaler North Star of New Bedford, got 
vue of these letters, and forced his ship 
through the ice opposite St. Lawrence bay, 
reaching there on the 8th of May, jamming 
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his ship on outer edge of the ice so as not to.

0 the second.day after leaving St. Paul the 
Corwin struck off St. Matthews island, en- 
tered a pack and so remained punching her 
way slowly through. May 4th she struck 
Clear, was off Placer bay, spoke the whaling 
bark Hunter, of Bedford, and obtained intel- 
ligence of the Rodgers’ crew being at North 
Head, St. Lawrence bay ; also ascertained from 
het the loss of the bark Sappho, of New Bed- 
for, Captain Coulsen, near Planes bay, havin 
betn sunk by the ice. All hands were aaa 
by whalers present. About midnight she 
spéke the North Star with the crew on board, 
On her return she fcund great mortality 
amongst the Aleutians, of Seal island, from 
plairo-pneumonia; reached Gunalaska, May 
234; arrived at Sitka June 3d. 

WRECKED ON ICE. 

Sr. Jonn, N. F., June 22.—The steamer As- 
trubal, from St. John. NewfoundMnd, struck 
aniceberg and sank off Point Lane, at one 
o'clock this morning. The crew of twenty- 
five men were picked up by the Lawrence 
Detnis, a fishing raft, and safely landed at 
St.Mary. No further particulars have been 
received. The bark Lizzie Cameron struck 
aniceberg on the i6th instant, and sunk in 
half an hour. The crew took to boats and 
wete picked up next day. 


A QUADRUPLE EXECUTION. 


Twe Murderers and Two Incendiaries—A Curious 
Accident. 
Spetial Dispatch to The Constitution. 

CocumsBra, 8S, C., June 22.—A very import- 
ant hanging will occur at Kingstree, S. C., 
to-morrow.

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


Determination Arrived at Regarding the Revenue 
Bil. 

WasHINGTON, June 22,—A caucus of the 
democratic members of the house of repre- 
sentatives was held to-night. There were only 
about forty members present. It was decided 
to vote against the Keliogg revenue Dill, un- 
jess certain amendments thereto are adopted.

DEATH FROM DROWNING. 


Such isthe Testimony of Dr. Narrisin the Case of Jen- 
nie. Cramer, 

New Haven, June 22 —In the Mally trial 
to-day Dr. Francis A. Harris, medical exam- 
iner for the northern district of Suffolk coun- 
ty., Mass., testified that his duties were to ex- 
amine into all cases where death is supposed 
to have resulted from violence, and if found 
so to report to the police or trial justice. Mr. 
Jones then put a hypothetical case, in which 
he described the circumstances attending 
the discovery of Jennie Cramer's body, 
and the treatment which the body received 
and asked the doctor whatin his opinion 
caused the death.

France amd England have viven 
their ambassadors instructions, fixing as a 
basis of conferemee the re-establishment of 
the rights of the sultan, the maintenance of 
the rights of the khedive, the preservation of 
the liberties Of the Egyptians, and the ob- 
servance of the international engagements of 
Fgypt. The powers, he said, would sign 
a protocol forbidding them to 
ies any advantage outside of the basis of the’ 
conference. ‘Fhe government had in no de- 
gree resigned their independence. If contra- 
ry to all expectations, they found themselves 
confronted by a selution inconsistent with 
their dignity, they would resume hiberty of 
action, but they were convinced that the ex- 
isting accord would continue. 

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Lonpon, June 22.—In the house of com- 
mons this afternoon Sir Charles Dilke, under 
foreign secretary. confirmed the statement 
that Sir Edward Malet and M. Sienkenivietz 
hnve been instructed to do nothing implying 
2’ recognition of the new Egyptian ministry. 
Bradlaugh made an attempt to present a 
petition at the table in the house of commons 
this afternoon, but withdrew it under protest 
at theorder of the speaker. Sir Chasjes 
Dilke made a declaration tonching 
the basis of conference similar to 
that made by M. de _ Freycinet in 
the French chamber of deputies. The house 
committee resumed consideration of the re- 
pression bill, taking up clause 12, which pro- 
vides for the application of the alien act to 
aliens in Ireland. Mr. Healey moved an 
amendment limiting the duration of the op- 
eration of the alien act, as applied in this bill, 
to one year instead of three years. Mr. 
Treveylan, chief seeretary for Ireland, said 
the object of the clause was to enable the 
government to get at those who were believed 
to be at the bottom of most of the crimes 
committed in Ireland. He quoted as evidence 
a passage from the United Irishman declaring 
thatif the English would not quit Ireland 
peaceably they would meet the fate of Caven- 
dish and Burke. Treveylan added that the 
government knew that a number of the 
most dangerous characters in’ Ireland were 
alien. Mr. Healey’s amendment was rejected 
by a vote of 72 to 33. Mr. Morgan Lloyd, lib- 
eral, moved an amendment applying the 
alien act to the whole united kingdom. After 
some dis¢lssion Mr. Gladstone proposed to 
allow the amendment to stand over until the 
report was made, when it would 
he proposed for the acceptance of the house, 
so that fuller consideration might be given it. 
Mr. Lloyd’s amendment was agreed to—228 
to 51. Progress was reported on clause 1. 
The debate still continues. Sir Charles 
Dilke, replying to an inquiry by Baron 
de Worms, of which he gave notice on Mon- 
day, whether the United States government 
had refused to agree fo the expulsion of 
American suspects from Ireland asa condition 
for their release, said he believed that there 
were still some American citizens imprisonec 
in Ireland.

Death of the Great Apache Poker Sharp aad Clef 
Rangers in. Troubdle.. 


Tucson, Arizona, June 22.—CaptaimJ. Ross, 
with his command of fifty raagers, who left 
here two months ago, has returned.

He exacted tribute from the White 
Mountain, the Gila, the Sierra Madre, Mesca- 
\lero, Tonto, Coyotero, Miembres, Jornada, 
and Jicariila tribes, and was able, im his war 
with the California column under Geperal 
James H. Carleton, to collect 5,000 warriors 
together in one day by means of signal 
smokes, as he did at Apache Pass. He was 
captured in 1865 by Major William Mce- 
Cleave, now of the Eighth cavalry at 
ted Dog Canon, Arizona, and shot. He left 
two sons—Chee and Chosito—but @ their 
minority the succession fell to his brother 
Cochise. In the meantime General Carleton 
had conquered the nation, and divided it by 
tribes, placing each upon a different reserva- 
tion. Cochise remained in Arizona, while 
Loco, his first cousin, was removed to Fort 
Tulerosa, New “Mexico. Here he devoted 
himself to love-making and to poker—which 
latter accomplishment, he acquired from an 
officer in the Eighth eayalry—and popularized 
himself with the tribe. In 1875 Ef

THE DISPOSAL OF FLIPPER. 


What Secretary Lincoln Has to Say of the Discharged 
Colored Officer. 

WasHINGTON, June 21.—The case of Lieu- 
tenant Flipper, recently dismissed from the 
army, has attracted a great deal of attention 
and has been the subject of wide-spread com- 
ment, owing to the tact that he was the only 
colored ofticer in the United States army. In 
the recent publications connected with his 
dismissal, it is said that Flipper was dismissed 
on account of embezzlement. This appears 
to be untrue. Ina brief statement of the 
case, yesterday, Secretary Lincoln explained 
the delay in acting finally, and why he was 
dismissed, as follows: ‘The reason this case 
has been so long reaching a final settlement is 
that it was thought best not to proceed hasti- 
ly in the matter. Each charge and specitica- 
tion las been carefully examined and all the 
surrounding circumstances thoroughly in- 
vestigated. Indeed Lieutenant Flipper’s case 
has received greater consideration than if 
he had been a white man. The reason for 
this was that he was the only one of his race 
that had ever passed successfully through the 
military academy. Until the time he be- 
came involved in his present difliculty he 
was respected by all who came in contact 
with him. He was allowed every opportu- 
nity to prove that he could be trusted in the 
future, but tailed to do so, hence there was 
nothing left todo but dismiss him. I will 
state, however, that the charge of embezzle- 
ment was not sustained, but the court was 
unanimous that he was guilty of conduct un- 
becoming an oflicer and a gentleman. There 
was norecommendation or fclemency or any 
appeal in his behalf. All talk of political in- 
fluence being brought to bear is mefe chaff. 
I have never spoken on the subject to any 
one except the president and hi3 cabinet and 
the ofticers of this department who keep the 
records.’

The trial of Shields, the slayer of Aleck 
Joyner, was resumed in the superior court 
yesterday. The warm weather made it very 
“‘unco mfortable forthose in the courtroom, 
and there was not even as large an attendance 
gs on the previous day, until in the afternoon 
when the rain had cooled the atmosphere. 

ALBERT SNYDER’S TESTIMONY. 

Albert Snyder, a colored man, was the first 
witness called. His testimony was upon the 
came line as that of Delia Wright on the pre- 
yious day. He testified to the positions of 
the parties at the time of the difficulty, and 
stated that he witnessed the whole affair from 
the front of his house on the alley near the 
gate that leads into the alley that goes out to 
Hunier street. He stated that after the 
Joyner party had given out the cigarettes 
Henry Robson, with one other man who was 
with him, started in the direction of where 
Joyner and Shields were standing. About 
that time he saw Joyner catch Shields in the 


fSollar and strike at him with a brick which 


glanced past Shields’s head and fell on the 
steps of Delia Wrizht’s house. Delia Wright 
eafled forthe police. Joyner pulled Shields 
down on the other gate post, according to the 
witness and threw another brick at him. The 
witness testified that a general tight ensued 
with Shields on one side and Joyner, Henry 
Robson and anotherof the party on the other. 
The fight lasted for & minute or two, Shields 
fighting all the time in a stooping posture 
until he reached) Delia Wright's house and 
stumbled in at the door. He said that they 
backed Shields up towards the door of the 
house and that two of the men were shoving 
at him while Joyner was cuttingat him. He 


went into the house backwards, and after the. 


Joyner party lett the wounds of Shields were 
examined and found to be a blow on the 
head, a stab in the side and a bruise on one 
arm. The witness testified that he was a mu- 
sician and knew Joyner, having seen him at 
balls. He said he knew Sam Venable, and 
that he was not down there on the night of 
the cutting. He also knew Robson and 
knew that he was there. The statement that 

on was there in the rowsurprised every- 
body, aSwn the day bafore yesterday Venable 
and Dean testified that they were with Joyner 
and that nwone else was along. The state- 
ment that Robson gave the cigarettes to the 
women was also directly contrary to the evi- 
dence brought out on the first day of the trial. 
The spectators were rather surprised when the 
witness said: 

“After we had examined the wound they 
carried him (Shields) to the station house. 
While > y were examining the wounds some 
one blew a police whistle. One of the police- 
men wentout and came back with Robson 
and another man. When Robson came in 
where Shields was he said, ‘I am hunting for 
aparty who has done. some cutting,’ and 
looked at Shields. Shields said: ‘You ougkt

THENIA THOMPSON'S TALE. 

Thenia Thompson was anotlier colored fe- 
male witness, She told the old, old story of | 
the three men coming in, and two ef toem 
stopping, While Joyner went on and met 
Shields and had the fight, and that his friends 
rushed to his rescue and Shields was cleaned 
out and had to seek refuge in a house, 

THE PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

The counsel for the defense here announced 
that the defendant's statement could be made. 
Shields, in rather a shuffling way, advanced 
to the stand and proceeded to make a rather 
rambling statement, which could not have 
been understood if it had been made without | 
the testimony which preceded it. Translated 
into the queen’s English, it was as follows: 
“Three young men came up the alley from 
Thompson street. Two of them, Mr. Dean 
and another gentleman, stopped before they | 
got to where I was, and went back. Mr. 
Joyner came on to me. He came up in front 
of me and tried to stepon my foot. I had my 
knite in my hand and was whittling. I was 
waiting for Hannah Thompson. Mr. Joyner 
asked me where Fannie lived. He said, ‘J 
want you to show me.’ I told him that I had 
no business at Fannie’s, and that I did not 
want to get intoany trouble. I had just come 
off trom work, ard I was tired. He said, 
‘You won’t go” I said, ‘No, sir.’ 
‘You reckon you won't,’ said 
he, Then he caught me in 
the coat and vest, and snatched me on to the 
other side of the post. He knocked my hat 
offwith a brick. I didn'tdo anything to him 
wntil the othertwo jumped on me. ‘They hit 
me and used me up so that I could not use 
my arm for four weeks, and could not lie on 
but one side for four weeks. Dr. Boring gave 
nie carbolic soap to wash my head where | 
was hit witha brick. The doctor told me if 
the knife had not struck the seventh rib it 
would have killed me, I did not know the 
place was bleeding until the policeman came 
up. Itold the policeman I had just come 
from the ice house, I had gone home and 
my wife was not there, so I had come back 
and was waiting for Thompson. ‘hat is the 
reason that I was standing there.”’ 

‘Did you say anything to these men before 
they hit you?” asked General Gartrell. 

“Nothing except what I have told you. 
I could not say whether I cut Joyner or 
not.
